Aveociation *t Zanzibar. Referring'to gifts in kind, he said that 
although many were small, it was not theamonot bat sheapirit of the 
gift that mattered. Mr: Long emphasised that that loyalty.and trast 
in Britsin shoald be encouraged and jastified by our fatare treatment 
of nativee snd ocr conduct of affairs affecting them closely—-(Cheers ), 
He mentioned that Oqnscription had been inforced in British East 
Africs, Uganda, Ceylon, the Straita Settlem>nta'and the Malay States, 
and’ was being consideréd elsewhere. Hongkong fousd’ it an- 
necessary, because every. white man was already s: Volunteer. The 
Crown Colonisa had falty done their daty, and the speaker warmly 
psid a tribute to the pstionce, resignation and goodwill with whiek 
they had also borne the hardebips of the impart restrictions. - j 
Regatding German East Africa, Mr.\Long said it was eome- 
times ‘suggested that the campsign’ ought to be brought more 
rapidly to a conclasion. -He had never realised until bs bad the 
asaistance of thoas jast returned from Hust Africa how #apendons 
wero the pbyaical dificalties,’and in our predecapstien on the 
men in Eaat A’rica, whether commanders, soldiers cr natives. The 
last-named had performed most invaluable work se-carriera. “Mr. 
Long paid a tribnte to those civil servarts overseas whd bad refased 
commissions snd who were carrying on quictly what sere often 
dull snd dreary tasks. Mr. Long regretted that Australis waa not 
represented at the Impsrial Conference. He rejoic-d that s great 
step wae taken by the direct representation of Indias. The oversea 
representatives , frequently . expressed to. him the hope that the 
regolations. they hsd psesed would act be pjgeon-holed. He 
assured them that he would do hie best to ensure that'«ff ct was 
given to the resolations as éarly aa possible. Referring to Imperial 
Preference, he said the-question wag not rendered leas difficalt by 
the war, for obviously any p»licy of Prefereace mast be co. framed 
83 to meet the views of their Allies. “Tha aabject’ demanded 
continued consideration. Tae Prime Minister had appointed s}. 
Committee of Ministera-and representatives of all depsrtments con- 
cerned, with himeelf as President, with the objeot of reporticg on 
the beat methods and the-machinery by which effect coald be given 
‘to the body of the resolutions, The task was not etsy,’but it ought 
to be andertaken and he was directed to say that the establishment 
of this committee in any casa evidenced the Goverament’s intention 
to take all stepa they could to give effect to the resolutions of the
